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COLD SNAP GRIPS 
EASTERN STATES 


Mercury Stands 3 Degrees 
Below in New York City; 
Three Deaths Result. 


NEW ENGLAND SUFFERS. 


New York, Jan. 15.—With the mercury 
standing at 8 degrees below zero early to- 
night this city lay in the grip of a cold snap 
of such severity as rarely is experienced 
here. Although three deaths from exposure 
were recorded today, this was the warmest 
region of the state, country districts in 
northern New York showing a drop in the 
temperature running to 47 degrees below. 

A wind that at times blew seventy-five 
miles an hour added to the suffering. The 
unemployed were driven to shelter, managers 
of missions and municipal lodging houses 
reporting many men out of work. 


Three Die from Exposure, 

Frank E. Berry, a chauffeur of Detroit, 
died from exposure after sitting two hours 
in his automobile in front of Carnegie hall. 
Henry Keefer, a laborer, and Walter A. 
Haag, a grocer's boy, were overcome in 
hallways and died. Bernard Arnow, a con- 
tractor, was blown in front of a car and se- 
riously injured. 

Several persons were removed to hospitals 
suffering from exposure. 


Arctic Weather in New England. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 13.—North pole weather 
rushed down on New England on a mile a 
minute gale today, bringing widespread euf- 
fering and low temperatures unequaled in 
years. Many schools and factories were 
chosed. 

In Burlington, Vt., a part of the city was 
without electric light and power because of 
the solid freezing of the Winooski river. 
Temperatures between 25 and 30 degrees be- 
low zero were common in northern New Eng- 


land. Railroad traffic was crippled. re

MANY PEAKS ACTIVE 


Quakes Threaten Death on 
Whole of Southern Group 
of Islands. 


TIDAL WAVE ADDS TO PERIL 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

TOKIO, Jan. 13.—Latest advices from 
the scene of the Japanese volcanic disaster 
indicate that the city of Kagoshima, with 
64,000 inhabitants, was overwhelmed by a 
flood of fire from the Saknrashima volcano, 
which burst into activity on Jan. 11. 

The three villages on the island of Saku- 
ra are reported to be practically blotted 
out in the molten lava which poured from 
the crater and 15,000 persons are believed 


real estate experts and an assistant corpora- to have perished there. 


It is feared that nearly 100,000 persons 
are dead in the greatest volcanic calamity 
since the destruction of St. Pierre by the 
eruption of Mont Pelee. This estimate may 
prove to be much too high. 

One message received in Tokio carries hope 
that when definite news comes the disaster 
will prove to be less complete. It is from H. 
Ijuin, former minister to China and now a 
resident of Kagoshima. He says the num- 
ber actually known to be killed is small, but 
adds: 

“The whole city is in confusion.” 
WHOLE MOUNTAIN SPURTS FLAME. 

While the fact that millions were suffering 
the agonles of hunger and thousands were 
dying of starvation has been regarded here 
with comparative indifference, the people 
were galvanized into excitement by the 
disaster in the south, which, because of 
ite spectacular character, awakened their 
imagination. 

The whole volcanic range of Kiushiu burst 
into dangerous activity with startling su:i- 
denness after having been quiescent for 
more than a century. 

Hundreds of earthquake shocks were felt 
all through the islands. 
graph lines, and telephone lines were de- 
stroyed, and nothing like an adequate ac- 
count of the disaster has been received here. 
LAVA SWEEPS OVER VILLAGES. 
According to dispatches received here to- 
day from Mitoyoshi, the main loss of life 
was apparently on the island of Sakura- 
shima. 

After having been dormant for 130 years 
the volcano burst into activity without 
warning and poured destruction on the vil- 
lages on its slopes and base. 

The eruption began in the forenoon on 
Sunday, according to the story of one of 
the survivors who managed to escape from 
Kagoshima. Many of the islanders hastened 
to the mainland, a couple of miles away, 
abandoning their homes in terror, but by 
far the greater number had no time to es- 
cape. 

The whole mountain seemed to split. New 
craters opened up in a score of places and 
lava and blazing ashes came down the 
slopes, igniting everything in their path until 
the entire island was a mass of flame. 
TRAPPED WHILE ON BEACH. 
The inhabitants of the western slope of 
the mountain were most affected by the 
first explosions. The survivors ran to the 
beach in a frenzy as the flames swept down 
the mountain side to their village. 

The people flocked to the beach opposite 
Kagoshima. There were no boats to take 
them to the mainland. The police of Kago- 
shima appropriated all the available craft 
in the harbor there and hastened to lend aid 
Lee the stricken islanders. 

As the boats sped to the island the heat 
was intense and the flames advanced to the 
beach so rapidly that hundreds of persons 
were doomed before the rescuers could reach 
the island. The burning lava overtook them 
before the eyes of the men hastening to give 
them aid. Many were saved, however, and 
taken to Kagoshima. 

ONE STEAMER RESCUES 300. 

A steamer which succeeded on Monday 
in touching the eastern coast of Sakura 
reports that it rescued 300 persons, but 
was unable to take more. 

The police and soldiers of Kagoshima 
made many heroic rescues. 

The men and women, accustomed to 
participation in the festivals to commem- 
orate the eruption of 1779, did not realize 
the extent of the disaster, and it is feared 
that many of them were killed before 
reaching the seashore. 

It was not until three quarters of an hour 
after the first eruption that the summit of 
| the cone began to burl forth lava and rocks.

Mountain of Kinshima, north of 
Kagoshima bay, also in eruption, and 
has caused great damage. 

Government has sent relief expedi- 
tions to succor those who escaped 
with their lives. 

Many of the fleeing refugees had to 
go on all fours, the undulations of the 
earth making the usual locomotion 
impossible. 


The fiery matter leaped to an immense 
height through dense volumes of smoke. 

Then the people of Kagoshima, who had 
been watching the terrific spectacle with 
interest, became alarmed for their own 
safety. As the series of earthquakes in- 
creased in number and intensity, the people 
began to flee. The authorities ordered the 
inhabitants to abandon the city. 

The order had scarcely been given when 
the city was in darkness asa rain of ashes 
from the voleano’s summit flooded the place. 
This continued all throughout the night. 

The heat is described as infernal, Junks 
report that stones fell hissing into the bay. 


FU FORCED TO CRAWL. 

The refugees from Kagoshima fied across 
the heaving land caused by the succession 
of quakes. The whole southern half of 
Kiushiu is enveloped in ashes and emoke. 

Many crevasses formed at Kagoshima 
and owing to the snake-like movement of the 


surface of the earth the fugitives were forced 


to advance on all fours. 

Thousands took refuge on top of the 
famous Mount Shiroyama, fearing a tidal 
wave. 

Many of the houses at Kagoshima col- 
lapsed and there are three feet of ashes in 
the streets. They are said to contain poison- 
ous gases. 


REFUGEE TELLS OF HORRORS. 

A refugee from Kagoshima gave the fol- 
lowing account of the disaster: 

The eruption started suddenly with col- 
umns of thick black smoke and flame from 
the crater of Sakura-Jima. Hundreds of 
the inhabitants of the small island in the 
Gulf of Kagoshima where Sakura-Jima is 
situated rushed to the beach and leaped on 
board junks and steamers, which carried 
them across three miles of water to Kago- 
shima, ashes, stones, and particles of white 
hot lava falling all the while on the décks. 

“At Kagoshima the heat was intense. 
The constantly increasing hail of glowing 
cinders made it impossible for the citizens 
to remain. 


FELT HUNDREDS OF QUAKES. 

The horror was increased by the shak- 
ing caused by incessant shocks of earth- 
quake, which rocked the houses all day. 
More than 350 earthquake shocks were re- 
corded before nightfall. 

“The people fled in disordered droves 
along the highways leading west and north 
of the city. They had abandoned every- 
thing in their flight and soon they were 
suffering also from lack of food and drink. 

“When I left Kagoshima the volcano re- 
sembled an enormous set piece of fireworks, 
glowing from the foot of the mountain to 
the summit. During the night the glowing 
lava illuminated the entire district. The 
voleano constantly emitted thunderous ex- 
plosions. 

ASHES FALL IN NAGASAKI. 

While the center of the disturbance was 
at Kagoshima, its effects were widespread 
and further reports of disasters are expected 
when communication is restored. 

The heavy ash fall extends far to the 
north and has enveloped the important cities 
of Nagasaki and Kumanoto as well as many 
small cities and towns. 

Of these Nagasaki alone has any consid- 
erable foreign population. There are about 
200 Europeans and Americans in Nagasaki, 
with British in the largest number. They 
have ample opportunity to escape to sea if 
a serious condition confronts the city. 

MOUNT KIRISHIMA IS ACTIVE. 

It is stated that Kirishima, north of Ka- 
goshima bay, is in eruption and that great 
damage has been caused there. There are 
no details available. . 

Earthquakes have occurred at Hiroshima, 
on the south coast of the island of Hondo, 
and Okayama. 

Other mountains in the island of Kiushiu

VERITABLE LAND OF, VOLCANOES. 

Should the present conditions continue 
these rescue forces will be in grave peril. 
Sakura-Jima rears its cratered peak in a 
veritable land of volcanoes. — 

Directly to the south of it on one of three 
lower tips of Japan stands Kaimon-Jake, 
which is constantly active, while directiy 
north of it are Kirishima-Yama, and Shira- 
torisan. Both of these are active and from 
the former in 1895 came a tremendous and 
destructive outburst. 

The contour of hill and valley throughout 
the region all tells of volcanic origin and 
activity and the higher ridges are scarred 
and serried with rans of lava, marked by 
precipitations of ash and cut and torn by 
the convulsive earth shocks, which have 
attended the more serious disturbances. 


VOLCANO ON SMALL ISLAND. 

Sakura-Jima occupies almost the exact 
center of a small, round island in the gulf 
of Kagoshima and directly in front of the 
city of Kagoshima, capital of the province 
of Satsuma. It is 4,000 feet high and be- 
fore the present eruption had two craters. 
One of these had been closed and silent for 
many years, the other, a huge ragged open- 
ing in the mountain crest, has for centuries 
given off small quantities of steam. 

Around its base are several hot springs, 
and several draws in the rugged sides show 


: runs of lava which extend to the sea. 


The island and its volcano are scenically 


beautiful and both Japanese and foreigners 


in large numbers constantly visited them. 
The permanent population was consider- 
able, running probably to 25,000. Much of 


the soil of the island was rich, and sugar

MONTHLY FESTIVALS HELD. 
‘Sakura-Jima had its last general eruption 
in 1779, and while accurate information as

BEFORE UTILITIES BOARD. 


Illinois Farmers Prepare to Battle for 
Retention of Present Tariff Within 
Borders of the State. 


Illinois farmers—organized compactly dur- 
ing six years in fighting for their claims be- 
fore the legislature—propose to develop their 
chief issue of railroad grain rates before the 
new public utilities commission. 

What the grain producers want is preser- 
vation of the present grain freight rate 
within Illinois. They object to the hori- 
zontal increase of 1 cent on all classifications 
as recently authorized by the interstate com- 
merce commission for interstate tariffs. 

The issue will be raised before the utilities 
commission at Springfield, on Feb. 3, when 
the intrastate increase comes along for 
hearing as already set by Governor Dunne’s 
commission. This was determined yesterday 
by a joint meeting of the executive bodies of 
the Farmers’ Grain Dealers’ association and 
of the Illinois Grain Dealers’ association, the 
two chief organizations of grain producers 
and independent elevator men within IIli- 
nois. The session. was held at the Hotel La 
Salle. 

Officially no action was taken before the 
public utilities commission, which was in 
routine session at its offices m Jackson bou- 
levard. Plenty of notice was served per- 
sonelly, however, that what may be the big- 
seat contest facing the new utilities com- 
mission is ready for action.

CAUGHT IN EAST 


Schaumberg Man Traced 
Through Letter Asking 
About Wife and Child. 


DISOWNED BY WOMAN. 


— — 


Blames Peculations to Specula- 
tion in Which His Losses 
Were Stwady. 


Frank M. Henning, fugitive assistant cash- 
ler of the Farmers bank of Schaumberg. who 
fled on New Year’s day after peculations of 
about $40,000, was captured yesterday in New 
Tork. 

He ig still ignorant that his wife has turned 
against him. It was a letter toa friend asking 
for news of her and their child that supplied 
the Burns detective agency with a clew to his 
whereabouts. 

Henning disappeared, leaving in the bank 
a brief message to the offidials, his personal 
notes for the amount of the peculations, pay- 
able to the stockholders, and wishes for a 
happy New Year. 

The man indicates he will return to trial 
without protest. He talked freely with the 
detectives who took him—mainly talking 
about his wife. He told them how he worked 
his way through a business college, worked in 
a country store and saved his money, and 
during the panic of 1907 speculated with his 
employer and made $1,800. He dabbled in 
stocks from them until he left Schaumberg 
and always lost. 


Hoped to Repay Father. 

Henning said he had an opportunity in 1910 
to purchase stock in the Farmers’ bank of 
Schaumberg which was then being formed by 
twenty-four stockholders with capital of 
$25,000. He had no money, but borrowed 
$1,000 from his father, an ironworker, and 
after buying an interest in the bank became 
bookkeeper. The money he had borrowed 
was all the savings of his father, and in the 
hope of paying it back he filled out signed 
Grafts on the bank's corresponaents in Chi- 
cago. With the money thus obtained he re- 
sumed speculating in the Chicago stock mar- 
ket, 

Henning said he always lost, but by skill- 
fully covering up his peculations he managed 
to avoid suspicion until late in last December. 
Then he realized the game was up. He had 
taken $40,000 and he wrote a detailed confes- 
sion and left it in the bank. He madea writ- 
tem appeal to let him have six months in 
which to recoup. 

Disappointed in New Törk. 

The man arrived in New York on New 
Year’s day with $2,500, which he had on ac- 
count with a Chicago broker. The law ap- 
pealed to him as the quickest and surest way 
to make $40,000, but much to his surprise, he 
says, he found that no law schoo}—he went to 
Fordham among others—would graduate him 
in six month.

WINTERING BIRDS. 

A resident of Oak Park informs Tue 
Trisune that a regular Doc Cook of a blue 
jay has been observed daring the rigors of 
winter in that suburb. Unless all the oaks 
have disappeared from Oak Park and un- 
less its pleasing suburban aspects have 
yielded wholly to the urban, we'd think it 
more than probable that blue jays by the 
dozen might be seen there. 
even be as numerous as crows in Liberty- 
ville. ‘ 

As harbingers of spring the blue jays are 
as valuable as a December thaw when 
brooks run black with melted snow. What 
temperature is required to send a blue jay 
_ winging for warmer places we do not know, 
but even along the north shore of the lake 
they make a winter of it and seem content. 

Recent inclemency put them under cover 
and hushed their noise, but rising temper- 
ature will bring them out. Even the crow 
was subdued when he woke to find the ther- 
mometer registered one degree above zero. 
Hardy individuals of species we consider 
migratory will not move south if they are 
where they can find food. If humans will 
take the trouble to put up a sheltered bird 
house, one contrived so that it will uot be 


filled with snow and yet stand invitingly | 


open, and will provide food, including suet, 
wintering birds will be seen in numbers.

A CONSERVATION PROBLEM. 
The peak of public feeling on the sub- 


ject of the conservation of our natural re ‘| 


sources was reached during Col. Roose- 
volt 's presidency. The most difficult stage 
of the movement still is to be accom- 
plished, and in a falling temperatare of 


conservationists need not worry about 
that, They will have to keep awake and 
a hard. One of the first objects wor- 
thy of their effort is an adequate appro- 
congress to make effective the 
July 1, 1908, for the preserva- 
propagation of. food fish in the 
_ Waters shared by the United States and 
Canada. The fate of that treaty, which 
will expire March 1 unless action is taken, 
should be a fair test of the strength of 
spontaneous conservation sentiment in con- 
gress. The great lakes especially are a 
great reservoir which has been ruthlessly 
drawn upon for two generations. It is 
deplorably depleted, as every one knows. 
It needs a prompt application of the prin- 
ciples of conservation. The experience of 
this and other maritime countries proves 
how easy it is to exhaust fisheries and, after 
depletion has reached a certain point, how 
slow and difficult is restoration. We have 
gone very far toward exhausting the great 
lakes. It is time to adopt an intelligent 
stem of regulation, There are two bills 
in congress affecting fish conservation. Let 
see that they are considered and if well 
conserved that they are passed. The treaty 
‘of 1908, which embodied the recommend- 
ations of an international committee based 
on an extensive investigation of conditions, 
should not be allowed to Ae

THERMOMETERS INACCURATE. 
P. C. S. writes: “I have been making a 

few experiments to ascertain the humidity in 
my living rooms. I have two thermometers 
that read alike in the game room: On one of 
them I have puta silk wick. The bulb shows 
through the mesh of the wick. The wick is 
about four inches long below the bulb. I 


have hung this thermometer se that it comes 


about one inch from water, the wick being 
in the water, which goes yp the wick and 
moisteng the bulb of the thermometer. This 
thermometer in the room with the dry ther- 
mometer at 70 will register from 61 to 68 and 
will maintain nearly this distance from the 
dry one, if this one rises or falls six or eight 
degrees. I wish to inquire what degree of 
humidity I have in my rooms with this read- 
ing. Is it enough for good health at this 
time of the year? I have hot water heat. 


As I took these two thermometers out of 


doors on a very damp day, the wet one reg- 
istered 35 above sero and the dry one 34. 
Have you any tables that I can tell just what 
humidity I have with a given reading of these 
wet and dry thermometers? If so, will you 
please send me some?” 

— 

Since writing the above I have been evap- 
erating about one quart of water per hour, 
or fifteen quarts in fourteen hours, by means 
of pans in my radiators with blotting papers 
in them, Can put four in each radiator. I 
have twelve in two rooms. I now find my 
thermometers are registering 64 wet and 68 
dry, or within four degrees of one another. 
This would show too much moisture. Is 
there any danger with so much moisture— 
that is, are we more liable to catch cold in 
this damp atmosphere, or what will be the 
effect? I can and have reduced the number 
of tanks in radiators, for I was not running 
the furnace hard when I got the above evap- 
oration. The rooms are 80x18 and 14x15 feet, 
two of them with large halls connected with 
them, with open stairway. P. C. .“

In order to appreciate what this means, it 
is necessary to recall the fact that Gen. Count 
Gleichen and his sisters are the issue of a 
morganatic marriage between Queen Vic- 
teria s nephew, the late Admiral Prince Vic- 
tor von Hohenlohe-Langenburg, and Lady 
Laura Seymour, sister of the fifth Marquis of 
Hertford. 

The union of Prince Victor von Hohenlohe 
and Lady Laura Seymour was not recognized 
as a full-fledged marriage, that is, a mar- 
riage égal de naissance, at any of the conti- 
nental courts of Europe, and it Was because 
of their refusal te recognize Prince Victor's 
wife as a princess of Hohenlohe or to permit 
her to use that title that her husband made 
his home altogether in England, dropped his 
title of Prince of Hohenlohe, and styled him- 
gelf Count Gleichen, by virtue of a patent of 
that dignity granted to him by Queen Vic- 
torie’s German brother-in-law, Grand Duke 
Ernest of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha.

When Prince Victor von Hohenlohe died in 
1991, neither his widow nor hie children were 
allowed any provision from the immense en- 
tailed family estates of the German media- 
tized house of Hohenlohe-Langenburg, to 
which all the regular members of the family 
are entitled. 

Queen Victoria accorded to them annuities 
out of her privy purse, annuities which were 
continued by King Edward, and which are 
still enjoyed to this day by Count Gleichen 
and his sisters. Nor are they permitted to 
use the princely titles, the name, or arms of 
Hohenlohe.

It is a pity that King George, if he wished 
to establish the precedence of Gen. Count. 
Gleichen above the marquises of England, 
did not bestow an English dukedom upon his 
relative. If that had been done, the count

It is claimed in London that this grant of 
precedence to Count Gleichen is preparatory 
to the issue of a similar warrant according 
precedence before the dukes of England, to 
Queen Mary's brothers, the Duke of Teck 
and Prince Alexander of Teck. 

Thetr mother was an English royal prin- 
cess—namely: Princess Mary, sister of the 
late Duke of Cambridge, and in her day the 
most popular member of the reigning family. 

Princess Mary's husband was the issue of 
a morganatic marriage between Prince Alex- 
ander of Wurtemberg and the Hungarian 
Countess Rhodey; and in his younger days, 
when serving in the Austrian cavalry, he had 
to be content with the rank and title of Count 
Francis Hohenstein. He was only created 
a Wurtemberg Duke of Teck after his mar- 
riage to Princess Mary. 

The late Duke of Teck was a handsome man 
of great charm of manner, who had greatly 
distinguished himself as an Austrian cay alry 
officer in the Franco-Austrian war of 1859. 

Owing to his having been of morganatic 

birth, though, there was always, after his 
marriage, trouble about his status and prece- 
dence in England, English dukes, and even 
peers of minor rank being un willing to yield 
him the pas 

At continental courts the present Duke of 
Teck and his younger brother, Prince Alex- 
ander, are regarded, like their late father, 
as of morganatic birth. Were it not for this, 
the Duke of Teck would be next heir do the 
throne of the King of Wurtemberg. 

It has been’sometimes suggested that King 
George hi t bestow an English dukedom 
upon the eof Teck. But if he were to do 
this, it would only have the effect of Placing 
his brother-in-law at the end of the two soore 
dukes of the United Kingdom.

THINKS LAW IS VIOLATED. 

Chicago, Jan. 4.—[To the Friend of the 
People.}—A religious and social organiza- 
tion of a neighboring city has in its em- 
ploy a number of young women engaged 
in various lines of social and religious 
work. The hours of service for these 
young women are from 9 in the morning 
to 9:30 and often 10 at night. 

This organization has once been remind- 
ed that it is violating the state law in 
regard to the number of hours a day 
young women may work. The result was 
an effort to dodge the issue by making it 
not exactly compulsory to serve the num- 
ber of hours, but giving the young ladies 
to understand that the serving of twelve 
and one-half hours a day would be greatly 
appreciated and indeed expected. 

Does not the law provide for the actual 
prohibition of overtime service whether 
the employé is willing to work more than 
the number of hours a day allotted by law 
or not? If so, what is the punishment for 
violation of this law? A. B. L. 

Replying to the inquiry which you forwarded to 
this department, I desire to say that the women’s 
ten hour law in all of its provisions is applicable 
to any mechanical or mercantile establishment, 
factory, laundry, botel, restaurant, telegraph or 
telephone establishment or offices thereof, or any 
place of amusement, or to any firm or corporation 
engaged in the. express or transportation er public 
utility businesa, or to any common carrier or public 
institution, corporated or incorporated. 

The inquiry states that these young women are 


engaged in various lines of social and religious. 


work. This department ig unable to say whether 
or net the law a applicable, as it is not informed 
as to what kind of work is betng performed. Vari. 
ous kinds of Work may be performed under the 
term ** soola] and religious werk. 

It the lew is applicable it makes no difference as 
to whether the employer in this instance is requir- 
ing the employees to work in excess of ten hours or 
whether the employés are doing it voluntarily. 
The lew spectfically states that no employer shal) 
require, permit, or euffer any female to work in ex- 
cess of ten hours. ° 

This department will be glad to be informed as 
te the nature of the work performed and the name 
of the organization in question, so we may then de- 
cide whether the law applies and to take action 
accordingly.

HONGKONG, Dec. 14, 1913-En route 
with the White Sox-Giants world tourists 
From Kobe to Nagasaki, a twenty-four hour 
run on the inland Sea of Japan, we have been 
left to our own devices for entertainment 
after the hospitality showered upon us at the 
cities where we have stopped. 

The steamer followed the shore closely for 
the entire distance and the high powered 
glasses were constantly in use, sometimes to 
bring the tall voicanic ranges closer to view 
and again to try to read the names of the 
Many steamers passing on both sides of the 
ship. 

Early this morning the boys gathered along 
the rail on the port side to watch the antics 
of a school of porpoises sporting in the water 
and out of it a half mile away. Much interest 
was shown by tourists, officers, and members 
of the crew in the actions of a lone bird, an 
owl, which left with the steamer from Kobe, 
followed all night, and, wearied over its 
efforts, alighted frequently on some part of 
the boat and finally finished by expiring in the 
Sea. 


See Coal Passers of Japan. 

The Empress of Japan dropped anchor in 
Nagasaki harbor at noontime on Tuesday, 
the 9th. Here the tourists witnessed one of 
the wonder sights of the world—the coal 
passers of Nagasaki. 

This port has the reputation of being the 
fastest coaling station in the world. The 
wonderful part of ft all is that every ton is 
passed to the huge ocean steamers by hand. 
One of the boats of the line on which the 
tourists traveled holds this record of 3,200 
tons loaded in six hours, 588 tone an hour. 
Seventeen hundred men, women, and children 
performed this unparalleled feat. 

Most of the coaling is done at night, between 
6 and 12 o'clock, and the entire party of tour- 
iets hung fascinated on the rails, istening to 
the monotonous chant of about 750 of these 

coal passers as they kept time in a sing song 
way to the march of the little coal filled bas- 
kets from the barge in the bay, hand to hand 
through rows of men, women, and children, 
to the hold of the boat. The Empress steamed 
from port with 1,700 tons aboard, packed in 
Gve hours.

McGraw and Comiskey watched the pro- 
ceeding for a coupleof hours and decided thet 

they had their money's worth on that sight

It was at Nagasaki also that another 
strange sight was seen. Twenty-five venders 
of different articles clambered over the rails 
to spread their wares on deck. They sold 
Japanese and Chinese silks, pillow covers, 
kimonos, mandarin coats, tortoise shell jew- 
elry bones, cigaret cases, combs; toys, can- 
‘celled stamps, and ebony works of art. 

Every member of the party forgot his vow 
not to fall for the tramp vender, but after 
the lads had folded their packs and silently die- 
appeared towards Nagasaki the tourists looked at 
their purchases, then looked at one another, where- 
upon the Harmony eight, Schaefer, Evans, Lever- 
ens, Comiskey, Callahan, McGraw, McAljeer, and 
Doyle, arose and warbled one word. Stung.” 

Nagasakl, like Kobe, was more interesting to 
the tourists than the two more up to date towns 
ef Tokio and Yokohama. Here the athietes ans 
party in rickshas turned into winding, narrow 
streets, hardly wide enough to abb an ordinary 
wagon to pass through, packed to suffocation 
with children playing. im the etreets with tinier

Points Sharp Contrast. 


“The only advice given to the tragic young 
creature is that tendered by a man of the world, 
and the advice he gives is of the basest sort. 
The contrast is sharply drawn between the reti- 
cence of the good people who love her and mean 
to protect her and the untrammeled speech of 
the careless, coarse acquaintance. It is, of course, 
an epitome of what constantly occurs when par- 
ents act upon the old assumption that ignorance 
is innocence. 

“ Whether or not we agree with the dictum of 
the Swedish dramatist, August Strindberg, that 
the ‘ playwright should be a lay priest, preaching 
on vital topics of the day, in a way to make 
them intelligible to mediocre intellects,’ we are 
grateful that Mr. Lovett's tragedy is given in 
Chicago at the present moment, and we can but 
hope that it will prove a valuable aid in the 
effort to promote the teaching of persona! purity 
in the public schools.

Wagner in the Movies. 


The life of Richard Wagner is being told in 


moving pictures at the Ziegfeld theater this 


week. The film was prepared in Germany and 


has been shown only in Berlin, New York, and. 


Chicago. It presents a carefully edited ver- 
sion of the composer's life that dwells long 
upon his trials and adversities; that exagger- 
ates his love affair with Mathilde von Wesen- 
donck, but doubtless tells the truth about the 
winning of his last wife, Mme, Cosima Lisst 
von Bülow- Wagner. Except that it caters to 
the popular conception of the composer's atti- 
tude toward his art—which is further mis- 
represented in the atrocious piano illustrations 
and the gratefully untechnical lecture which 
accompany the pictures—the film is sufficiently 
accurate, 

In any event the pictures are interesting. 
They give many characteristic glimpses of 
the master, who has been impersonated by a 
competent actor; they show royalty in various 
acts of homage to the composer, and they re- 
produce some beautiful scenes from the music 
dramas.

German Suffrage Plea: 
Debated in Parliament. 


BERLIN, Jan. 13.—A petition asking that 
the franchise be given to women and that 
they be allowed to vote at the elections 
for the imperial parliament and also to 
sit as deputics was introduced into the 

imperial parliament today by the German Wom- 
an's Suffrage union. 

It was not directly rejected, but was referred 
to the consideration of the government without 
any recommendation. 

Members of all parties took part in the de- 
bate on the petition. A Socialist deputy moved 
that the government be recommended to take 
action in the matter and most of the Radical 
members supported his resolution. 

— 


On the other hand, the National Liberals voted 
for a counter resolution moved by the Conserva- 
tives, that the petition be placed on the table 
of the house and thus virtually ignored. > 

The house ultimately adopted the suggestion 
of the committee to send the petition to the 
government without recommendation of any 
sort. 

The violent tactics of the English suffragists 
were referred to in the course of the debate, & 
Clerical member sharply condemning them and 
uttering a warning against the adoption of 
similar methods in Germany, “although,” he 
admitted, “German men won the fran by 
sharp conflicts lasting for decades.” 


Consider Funk Challenge. 


Washington. D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special.)—The 
Anti-Suffrage Association of the District of 
Columbia has not decided whether or not to 
accept the challenge to debate with Mrs. 
Antoinette Funk of Chicago, who is represent- 
ing. in the absence from Washington of Mrs. 
Medill McCormick, the congressional committee 
of the National Woman Suffrage association. 

At its regular monthly meeting the society 
opposed to woman suffrage discussed the letter 
received from Mrs. Funk. A few members 
favored acceptance, but the majority felt that 
the usual policy of the national anti-suffrage as- 
sociation to refuse to debate with representa- 
tives of the association headed by Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw should be observed. It was decided 
t postpone temporarily the drafting of a formal 
1eply to Mrs. Funk's letter. 


Dr. Shaw Makes Statement. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 13.—Declaring that 
many statements published in connection with 
her refusal to aid tax assessors in fixing the 
value of her property were erroneous, Dr. Anna 
Howard Shaw, president of the National Ameri- 
can Woman Suffrage association, has issued 
a statement in which she explains her attitude 
toward taxation and “militancy, of which I 
tave been charged without any foundation what- 
ever.” 

“There was nothing in my statement that 
eculd have been construed as a refusal to pay 
my taxes,” Dr. Shaw said. Neither was there 
any thought of militancy in my refusal to fill 
out a bill of particulars of my personal property 
for purposes of taxation. I have always paid 
my taxes, but never without protesting against 
the tyranny and injustice of it.”

HEN you tuck your baby in at night do 

you have dreams of his college educa- 
tion? Do you hope that when he grows 
up you will be able to send him away 
to get his training for his business in 
life? But is it merely hope that fills your heart? 
Do you see no possible way of his getting to 
college unless unexpected prosperity overtakes 
you? ‘ 

I know there are many women in the world 
who are feeling these things. Lots of you will 
say that while your boy is just a baby is no 
time to be planning on his college education and 
to be worrying about whether fate will be kind 
in that direction or not. Sometimes when it 
takes every penny of our income to keep the 
home together, and when it seems impossible to 
save a little money against the time when we 
shall need it, there comes into our hearts a fear 
that perhaps the time will never come when 
there will be a nest egg for extra things, doesn't 
there? 
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Don't vou think that this is the time to begin 
to make your little son’s college education a 
surety? Read this letter and see what one home 
worker is doing: 5 

„ have a wee boy 2 years old. He is the 
dearest little chap in the world, I know, and I 
have such wonderful plans for him. My husband 
has a fairly good position, but we never seem to 
be able to save much money. It takes every- 
thing he can make to keep the house up and to 
pay the insurance and things of that sort. We're 
buying our little home, and it will take quite a 
while to get it all paid for. And when I looked 
at my little boy one night I said to myself I was 
going to see he had a good education, no matter 
what else we ever had. But when I stopped to 
figure out how we could do it I saw we couldn't 
wen put aside any more money for that particu- 
lar thing, and then the happiest thought I ever 
have had came to me. 
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„1 thought there wasn't any reason why I 
shouldn’t earn his college education for him. I 
made up my mind that minute I'd do a little 
work at home. I had always wanted to be a 
home worker but I didn’t need the money enough 
to feel I ought to try to earn it when there were 
probably so many women who were really need- 
ing the work. That night I told my husband 
about what I wanted to do. I promised him I 
wouldn't try to do any work that would inter- 
tere with the home and I wouldn't work too hard 
or tire myself out at the work. Then to my 
great surprise he said he, too, had been thinking 
ne'd like to do a little extra work. He had a 
chance to take a boy to tutor, and he said he 
would take the boy for two nights a week and 
ne'd put the money in with mine toward our 
boy’s college. I don’t remember anything that 
has made us both so happy. 7

reared in a tenement distict and sent 
to school in a building bounded by dirty 
alleys, clanging street cars, and garbage 
cans, do you think you would be particularly 
interested in Bryant's Ode to a Water Fowl”?

He found that it 
meant flying geese and sunsets to one little girl 
who had learned of such things at a tubercylosis 
Sanitarium; that it meant the lake in a storm 
to another who had managed to reach the lake 
shore on one eventful day; that it meant nothing 
to the great majority of the pupils who had seen 
nothing but the alleys and the garbage cans.

Mr. Kingsley was one of two men who were 
asked to give a talk before the north branch of 
the Chicago Equal Suffrage association at the 
residence of Mrs. Joseph T. Bowen at 1430 Astor 
street yesterday. The other man was Dr. George 
B. Young, who spoke on The Health Problems 
of a City.” 

It might be supposed that in the midst of a 
society season which may have reason to boast 
of more nervous wrecks than any of its prede- 
eessors owing to its unwonted activity, an af ter- 
noon devoted to the health of a city and an out- 
door school system for the tubercular children it 
manages to produce would fall to elicit any 
great response. 

As a matter of fact, the big dining room with 
its splendid mahogany and silver. its paneled 
walls and its portraits, was filled so early in the 
afternoon that before the hour announced for 
the lectures the adjacent room was filled and

RIED split green peas in the bag at 10 

o'clock in the morning, just two hours

No seeking over night, you ask? No soak- 
ing even for five minutes is necessary. It 
may seem hardly believable. It is a revolu- 
tionary idea. But the advice of a great cook 
may be taken, and you can learn by your own 
experience that there are new things under 
the sun in cookery. Tradition says to soak 
the peas. Do not do it! 

“The little fire” will do in a few minutes

The legumes contain more protein than the 
best cuts of meat, some fat (the peanut a 
great deal) and a considerable amount of 
starch. But this protein may not yield halt 
its nutritive power if the bean or pea is not 
well prepared, or it may lose a great portion 
of it in the process. Canned beans prepared 
in the traditionai way, that is soaked in one 
water, which is poured off, scalded in a fresh 
water, which is poured off, may have just 
one-fourth the caloric value of beans which 
have suffered no losses in the preparation 
and cooking process. 

Pound for pound, the legumes have higher 
caloric value, that is, contain more nutrient 
energy ready to de transformed into body 
energy through digestion and assimilation, 
than meat or the best cereals. All this value 
can be brought out in the cooking, or three- 
fourths of it may be lost. 

A food expert of fifty years back called 
the legumes “true treasure houses for the 
renewing of our blood,” beirg equal in their 
protein or aibumen content, “peas to veal, 
beans to the flesh of doves, while lentils left 
every kind of meat far behind.” Recent in- 
vestigations show that this statement is 
true,

Cook as above a pea purée will be good 
witho a bit of additional seasoning or 
further treatment, not only better but far 
more appetizing than many a poorly cooked 
vegetable. To make it finer add to a cup of 
the purée an ounce or two of the best butter 
(it will take two ounces and be fine) and 
stir it In a frying pan constantly over an ex- 
tremely hot fire until part of 
evaporates,

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CITES DANGER OF PANICS 
FROM SMOKING IN THEATERS 


Ald. Burns Argues in Favor of Prohi- 
bitive Ordinance—Playhouse Man- 
agers Will Be Invited to Conference 


Danger of panics was cited yesterday as 
sufficient reason for the passage of a law pro- 
hibiting smoking in theaters during perform- 
ances. 

Ald. James F. Burns, father of the pro- 
posed ordinance, appeared before the coun- 
cil commiittee on judiciary when the draft 
prepared by the law department waa brought 
up for consideration. ' 

My attention was called to this matter,“ 
he said. when I recently attended a theater 
at which smoking was permitted in the bal- 
cony. It occurred to me the practice is 
dangerous, not so much because of the risk 
of fire as because of what might regult from 
@ small blaze. A match might be dropped 
from the balcony into a set of furs or some 
other article of clothing which would send 
up a little cloud of smoke. The sight of 
the smoke might start a panic.“ 

The alderman said he did not advocate im- 
mediate action on the measure, and suggest- 
ed the managers of the theaters in which 
emoking is permitted be invited before the 
committee. He named the Palace, the Co- 
lumbia, and the American Music hall, and it 
was suggested two west side theaters permit 
smoking. They will be requested to send rep- 
resentatives to a meeting next Tuesday.

DUCHESS OF ORLEANS ENDS 
SUITS AGAINST HER HUSBAND 


Pretender to French Throne and His 
Wife Avoid Airing Scandal in the 
Courts at Brussels. 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, Jan. 13.—The Duke 
and Duchess of Orleans, desiring to avoid 
scandal and the cost of the proceedings, 
agreed today to withdraw from the courts 
the suit started by the duchess for separa- 


tion, alimony, and the restitution of large 
sums she had advanced to her husband. 

They agreed also to submit to arbitration 
the questions of the property and of the 
amount the duke should allow his wife after 
separation. 

The bringing of the suit by the duchess 
aroused great interest in Europe, where the 
duke is recognized as the pretender to the 
French throne. The duchess, to whom he 
was married in 1896, was formerly the Arch- 
duchess Marie Dorothea Amelia of Austria.

AUTOMATIC GAS 
SHUTOFF MEASURE 


Judiciary Committee Unani- 
mously Settles Fate of Much - 
Condemned Ordinance. 


WOULD GOST $8,250,000 


Recommends Statute for Hand 
Operated Affairs; No Op- 
position Shown.

MUST BE INSTALLED BY NEXT JULY 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The proposed ordinance requiring installa- 
tion of an automatic gas shutoff on more 
than half of the buildings in Chicago was 
unanimously defeated yesterday in the coun- 
cH committee on judiciary. According to the 
committee's figures, which are probably high, 
the installation of the automatic device on 
150,000 buildings would have cost $8,250,000. 

Instead of the automatic the committee rec- 
ommended an ordinance providing for a 
manual gas shutoff on all buildings except 
residences and structures housing lese than 
four families. These will cost from #4 to 
$6.50 each, with an average of $15 for instai- 
lation, according to the information given 
the aldermen. At an average cost of $5 the 
manual valves and installation will cost a 
total of $3,000,000 for 150,000 buildings. To 
thia device the objectors to the automatic 
expressed no opposition. 


Installed by July 1. 

The ordinance provides that these shall be 
installed by July 1 next, so the amount of 
work for the gasfitters may keep every one 
of that trade working overtime to get all in- 
stalled by that date. In addition the fire de- 
partment, which will supervise the installa- 
tion, will de forced to ask for an additional 
appropriation, estimated at $50,000. 

Thie ordinance as framed places the ex- 
pense upon the building owners. Some of the 
objectors suggested that the expense should 
be borne by the gas company. In addition W. 
D. Wilcox, city gas inepector, m a speech be- 
fore the Cook county real estate board urged 
this same suggestion. 

“The state public utilities commission 
should require the gas company to install 
shutoffs wherever necessary. he sad. The 
corporation could not complain, because the 
expense could be added to their investment 
and they allowed a reasonable return upon 
it. Besides, the gas company could do the 
work for a third less on the manual device, 
which on 50,000 or 60,000 buildings would 
amount to $1,000,000. In the installation of 
the automatic the gas company could per- 
haps save $6,000,000 or $7,000,000. In my 
opinion, however, the automatic does not jus- 
tify its cost.” 


Capitain Makes Motion. 

Chairman Donahoe suggested to the com- 
mittee that the automatié feature be elim- 
inated. and Ald. Capitain made the motion, 
which waa carried unanimously. 

In Chicago there are nine agents or manu- 
facturers of these automatic gas valves 
which have received the label of the un- 
derwriters’ laboratories. The Chicago un- 
derwriters have refused to encourage the 
installation of the automatic devices by 
making any concessions on insurance rates 
because of their installation. 

One noticeable feature of yesterday's com- 
mittee meeting was that not one of the real 
backers of the automatic gas companies ap- 
peared in person.

MORE OFFICERS NEEDED. 


Reserve of Trained 
Men Is Songht to Fill In 
the Ranks When 


Necessary. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 13.—Four steps 
essential to place the United States army in a 
state of reasonable preparedness for possiple 
war were recommended to Secretary Garri- 
son today by Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood in his 
last annual report as chief of staff. Gen. 
Wood proposed: 

First—Bstablishment of a reserve of 
trained men sufficient to bring the regular 
army to full statutory strength and to re- 
place the losses of the first three months o 
war. 

Second—Prompt provision of the remaining 
42 per cent of the field artillery project, in- 
cluding guns and the necessary ammunition 
for those now made or under manufacture. 

Third—Creation of the necessary Organiza- 
tions to give three complete tactical infantry 
divisions within the continental limits of the 
United States. 

Fourth—Enactment of such personnel legis- 
lation as will eliminate effectively the unfit 
and stimulate the efficient officer to continued 
efforts through establishing a condition un- 
der which progress in rank and command will 
have a close and dependent relationship upon 
capacity, fitness, and accomplishment 


Ammunition Shortage Menace. 


The establishment’ of the reserve and the 
completion of the artillery project, Gen. 
Wood said, should be carried out at once 
to avert disaster in time of war. The short- 
age of ammunition, he added, constituted a 
grave danger, as the ammunition could not 
be manufactured without great delay. The 
tactical infantry divisions are necessary to 
complete one field army of about 70,000 regu- 
lar troops within the continental limits of 
the United States.

Joint Committee Decides to 
Reconsider First Regu- 
lations Adopted. 


CASE MEETS WITH REBUFF 


Assistant State’s Attorney: Has 
Verbal Clash with Mrs. 
George Bass. 


“UNIT” VOTE PLAN MADE TARGET 


A suspicion that State’s Attorney Hoyne 
has appointed himself manager of the in- 
quiry into the Cook county hospital recently 
ordered by the county board was the basis of 
a movement yesterday, aimed to avert this 
contingency. — 

The session of the joint committee in the 
county board room in the afternoon produced 
two results. One was reconsideration of its 
action in drafting rules under which the 
inquiry was to be held and in appointing 
another committee to draft new rules. 


Aimed at Elimination of Case. 

A second was the manifestation of a dis- 
position among an element in the joint com- 
mittee to dispense with the services of As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Charies C. Case, 
who is accused of being the prospective grand 
vizier in the investigation. 

The joint committee no sooner was in 
session than a battle over the rules began. 
That quickly developed a couple of phases 
‘of the situation which appeared new to 
some of those present. It was revesied that 
the women appointed to act on the citizens’ 
committee are well equipped to debate with 
the aldermen and commissioners on any 
subject they may care to mention. 

Then it was disclosed that the citizens’ 
committee appointed at the instance of Com- 
missioner Bartzen not inclined to put 
on anybody's collar: 5 


Old Rules Seen as Favorable to Hoyne 
The rules adopted at a former meeting 
by the joint committee was declared to 
have been perfect from a Hoyne point of 
view. They put the questioning of wit- 
nesses fully Into the hands of Mr. Case. 
Also they divided the joint committee into 
three units, one unit representing citizens, 
a second, the aldermen, and the third the 
commission. Each unit was to have one 
vote. 

But Bartzen’s additions to the citizens’ 
committee put twelve citizens on the joint 
committee as against three aldermen and 
three commissioners. Still the twelve had 
only one vote, while the commissioners and 
aldermen had two. 

The leader of the Bartzen appointees, Mrs. 
J. E. Downs, objected seriously to this am 
rangement. She seemed to think it dis- 
franchised her. It was her protest that 
brought about the adoption of the motion 
to appoint a committee to draft new rules. 

Others Prove Recalcitrant. 

Besides Mrs. Downs, John Fitzpatrick, 
Miss Agnes Nestor, and Mrs. George Bass 
proved recalcitrant. Ald. Ahearn and Swift 
did most of the orating on the other side. 

It was Mrs. Bass who began the onslaught 
on Mr. Case. The latter, acting as a volun- 
tary adviser of the committee, although not 
a member of it, made two speeches designed 
to show how good the unit rules are. 
He modestly admitted he had drafted them 
himself and insisted they would bring about 
a full and free inquiry. Thereupon Mrs. 
Bass took a hand. 

“I should like to ask the gentleman.”’ 
she said sweetly, “if he thinks this sec- 
tion of his rules is calculated to bring about 
a full and free inquiry. I quote: 

Questions that other members of these com- 
mittees may desire to have shall here- 
after be suggested to such examining attorney 
[Mr. Case) in such manner as shall not interrupt 
proceedings, who shall thereupon propound same 
to witness.” 

Mrs. Bass Pushes Protest. 

“T should like to ask if this rule does not 
cut off the members of this gommittee from 
questioning witnesses?” continued Mrs. Bass. 

Mr. Case flushed and was silent for a mo- 
ment. 

“ Any time this committee does not think 
that I am falr, he said, I will withdraw. 
This committee is wasting too much time 
quibbling. I am anxious to get away. I 
have another matter on my hands of more 
importance. 

„Might I inquire,” said Mr. Fitspatrick. 
“if the gentleman is a member of the com- 
mittee?” 

The questioner was informed that Mr. Case 
was not. Thereupon Mrs. Bass again arose. 

“ I suppose,” she said, since it is our com- 
mittee and not Mr. Case's that we have a 
right to quibble. Personally I am not quib- 
bling. I am protesting. I don’t like these 
rules.” : 

Shortly afterward Mr. Case went away. 


Ald. Swift Stirs Up Trouble. 

Ald. Swift also brought trouble on his 
head. A. A. McCormick had explained that 
his object in appointing the original couniy 
board committee was to get a full investiga- 
tion of the county hospital, not only as to 
conditions as they are, but as compared with 
former years. 

“I don’t see how Mr. McCormick can say 
he wanted a full and free inquiry,” said Ald. 
Swift, when I look over this citizens’ com- 
mittee. It looks as though he had tried to

Stockholders of All National 
Institutions in Chicago 
Vote for New Scheme. 


STATE CONOERNS DELAY. 


James B. Forgan Says Success 
Depends on U. S. Board; An- 
nual Elections Held. 


Any doubt of prompt acceptance by the 
national banks of Chicago of the new federal 
reserve system was dispelled at the annual 
meetings held yesterday. In each case the 
stockholders approved the position of the 
directors and voted to apply for membership 
in the national body. This means no Chi- 
eago national bank charter will be forfeited. 

With less unanimity, having more time to 
reach a decision, the stockholders in the 
state banks showed a decided favor for the 
plan. In several cases, notably the Central 
Trust company, there was a formal vote in 
favor of the plan, and the directors were in- 
structed to file application. In others the 
stockholders simply authorised the directors 
to use their best judgment in the matter. 

The noticeable feature was that in no in- 
stance’ was there a final refusal to enter the 
federal system. Here and there could be 
found a temporary displeasure, but the stock- 
holders seem as well disposed as the bankers 
themselves, and in many cases the more 
cager. 
Forgan Bows to Law. 

President James B. Forgan, in recommend- 
ing to the stockholders thet the First Na- 
tional enter the federal reserve bank sys- 
tem, said, that while in some respects the 
measure as finally enacted into a law might 
be greatly improved, he had no doubt “a 
banking system may be developed under it 
which will prove practical and beneficiel.”’ 

Mr. Forgan said the power to acoomplish 
this lay with the federal reserve board, | 
whose authority to interpret and administer 
the law he declared to be broad and compre- 
hensive. He concluded: 

The success or failure of the system will 
therefore depend on the intelligence and 
ability with which that board exercises its 
prerogatives of interpretation, administra- 
tion, organization and regulation; hence the 
great importance attached to the personnel 
of the board which forms the paramount is- 
sue at the present time.”’ ° 

Mr. Forgan presented a number of tenta- 
tive computations showing the estimated ef- 
fect on the banks cash, loans, and deposits. 
He estimated a reduction in the First Na- 
tional’s bank deposits at the end of three 
years of $27,985,000. 


Many Banks Hold Elections. 

It was election day in almost all the state 
and national banks of the city, and, as in pre- 
vious years, the old officers and directors 
were generally re#lected. The most con- 
spicuous change was in the various institu- 
tions where the late Edward Morris was a 
director. It will be recalled he was the larg- 
est individual owner of bank stocks in Chi- 
cago. In the large institutions he was suc- 
ceeded by Thomas E. Wilson, his successor as 
president of the packing firm of Morris & Co. 
In the smaller banks he was succeded by his 
son, Nelson Swift Morris. 

The late Thomas P. Phillips is‘ replaced 
on the board of the Continental and Com- 
mercial National bank by R. J. Dunham 
of Armour & Co. W. Irving Osborne is re- 
placed by D. R. McLennan of the firm of 
Marsh & McLennan. The same changes are 
made in the trust and savings bank. 

Edward Tilden, it is also noticed, has with- 
drawn as president of the Drovers’ Deposit 
National bank, his place being filled tempo- 
rarily by John Fletcher, formerly vice presi- 
dent, the other officers to be elected later.
